In his Dzarrxcs with his Neighbours, he is conſ- 
cienciouſly Juſt and Fair: True to perform his 
Word; careful to diſcharge his Debts > Meek in 
bearing Injuries ; eaſy to be reconciled : Faithful 
to all his Friends: a ſpeciat Lover of all that fear 
the LORD*: Gentle towards all: an Enemy to no- 
thing but Profanefs and Immorality: and is on alt 
occaſions ready to promote the Good of all He 
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rejoyces with them who rejoyce; He mourns with 
them that mourn: He pities the Widow and the 
Orphan, the Poor and thoſe that have none to help 
them: And he conſtantly abounds, but as ſecretly 
as may be, in acts of Charity and Kindneſs. 


In ſhort, He is not only careful to diſcharge the 
Truſts repoſed in him with Integrity; But he is for 
doing more: His PuzLick Spixir and BExRTIcENcR 
are Unconfined, He is concerned for the Peace and 
Welfare of the Church, the Town, the Land where- 
in he dyzgils: He is ready to his Power to ſerve 
them: Heart enlarges to promote the General 
Intereſt; to uphold and carry on the Kingdom of 


_ CHRIST in the Place of his abode ; and to advance 


it in others, that others may be happy in it, 
and his Lord receive a greater Glory. He would 
do Good for the Unknown and them that know him 
not. He looks down into late Poſterity.: He wou'd 
have the, Unborn the better for him: And beyond 
the reach of his immediate Influence, he extends 
his Wiſhes, and makes his Prayers for all Nations. 


Thus he lives, and thus he ſerves his Divine 
Maſter to the Death. But in the midſt and at the 
end of all, he bewails his great Deficiency : He 
humbly owns himſelf an unworthy Servant : He 
looks to the Mercy of GOD in CHRIST alone, for 
Eternal Life: and Bleſſed is thas Servant, whom His 
Loxp, when He comes, ſhall find ſo Doing.

II. The glorious Apepxozarion CHRIST here

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The ultimate View of this Expreſſion may perhaps. 
extend to that great and illuſtrious Day which our 
LORD deſcribes at the End of the preſent Para- 
ble. ver. 31. When the Son or Man ſhall come in 
bis Glory, and all the Holy Angels with Him; then 
ſhall He ſet upon the Throne of his Glory, and before 
Him ſhall be gathered all Nations. Then may this 
happy Sentence be pronounced to all the Faithful, 
ſubſiſting both in Soul and Body, collected into 
one vaſt Company, and in the Publick View and 
Hearing both of Men & Angels in that great Day. 


But yet, it ſeems to me, that this 3 iſt ver. of 
the Chapter Begins the Deſcription of the General 
Judgment, at the Winding up of the preſent State df 
things in this lower World: and that the Parable fore- 
going and including our Text, has a ſpecial Eye to 
the Particular Period of our ſevetal Lives ; when our 
Times of Service and Probation end, and one Part 
of us, viz. the principal, the incorruptible and im- 
mortal Spirit, muſt needs be as ready as ever to give 
up its account, to receive its Sentence, and in Part 
its Recompence. | 


For in the Parable before us, the ſeveral Ser- 
vants are examined apart, according to their vari- 
ous Talents: And even the Sentences approving the 
Faithful are pronounced ſingly, firſt to Him that had 
improv'd his five Talents, ver. 21. Well Done Thou 
Good and Faithful Servant ; and then the like to Him 
that had improv'd his tuo Talents, as in our Text: 
And ſo the Sentence on the other, ver. 26. Thou 
Withed and Slothful Servant Sc. Whereas in the 
following Deſcription of the Genera} Judgment, all 
Nations are repreſented as appearing before the 
SON OF GOD; who divides them into two vaſt 
- Aſſemblies, ſetting the Righteous at W —

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the Wicked at his Left ; and then pronounces firſt 
to them at his Right Hand, colle&ively--- Come Ye 
Bleſſed of my Father &c : And then to them at his

The 3oth. ver. ſeems therefore both to conclude 
our Parable with the preſent Life, as alſo to lead us

© parate Spirit now before me- - Caſt ye the unpro- 
e fitable Servant into outer Darkneſs ; where he ſhall

Hewever, thisOuter Darkneſs is no doubt the State 
to which the UuproritazLE Servant is adjudged at 
the Period of his Probation, and for that Interval 


which lies between his Dying now and his Body's 


Riſing to the General Judgment. And for the 
Goop AND Farrueur --- can any Proceedure be 
more agreeable to Reaſon, Juſtice, Wiſdom, Good- 
neſs, or the Nature of things; than that when he 
has paſſed thro' the State aſſign'd him for his'Proba- 
tion, and behav'd himſelf with perſevering Faith- 
fulneſs ; He ſhould then be call'd before his Judge, 
receive his approving Sentence, and without Delay, 
and as much as capable, his promiſed Recompence 2.

And in thoſe Appearances there were Humane 
Colours, Shapes and Voices ; by means of which 
they converſed with Men cloathed with Fleſh,and 
therefore doubtleſs could in like manner appear and 
converſe with one another. They appeared to ſee 
and hear us; As well as to be ſeen, and heard by 
vs : i. e. they produced thoſe Impreſſions in the 
Medium between Their Spirits and Ours, which we 

_ Giftinguiſh by the names of ſeveral Sounds and Co- 
ours; and they perceived the like Impreſſions made 
by us. No doubt they appeared with a Beauty 
ſuitable to their excelling Natures, and with ſuch 
a Diſtinction as to carry an Evidence with it, that 
one was the Lord TJEHOVAH, and the other his 
created Angels. Each Angel had allo doubtleſs a 
— * and diſtinct Appearance, whereby they 

t be known from one another. Some appear- 

ed as youthful Men; ſome in long and ſhining Gar- 
ments; in ſome their Countenance appeared like 
Ligbtring, and their Raiment white as Snow. And 
it ſeems to be only becauſe we are in a different

He was as Good and Beat a Friend as ever 
knew. He was concerned for his Friend as for a na- 
tural Brother, not only ready to adviſe & help them 
in any Emergency; but was even Watchful over 
them, leaſt there mould any thing happen amiſs in 
their Conduct that might be in Danger to hurt them: 
not to ebſerye it to others, but in private to them. 
When he ſaw or heard of any ſuch thing, he wou'd 
quickly come and impart his Sorrow ; and where 
there was need, give a friendly Reproof or Caution. 
When he ſmote them, it was a Kindneſs to them: 
when he reprov'd them, it was an excellent Oyl 
that broke not the Head, but healed the Wound. 
He was one of the moſt ſuitable Perſons for this — 
he had ſo few Faults of his own, and yet was ſo 
humble and ready to cenſure himſelf.” When he 
had rebuked them faithfully; they almoſt always 
expected ſome other Kindneſs ſoon after to follow.

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He had nothing of an overbaring or aſſuming 
Spirit. His Words in Converſation were not many, 
but wiſe. And there was ſuch an unuſual Mixture 
of StrifFneſs and Gentleneſs in Him as I have ſcarce 
ever beheld. The latter ſo temper'd the former as 
took off all its diſagreable View: And we were 
rathe r aſham'd than afraid of his Reprehenſions. 


He was of a very Sympathizing Heart. He us'd 
to finiſh his Secular Buſineſs by Saturday Noon; and 
| ſpend the Reſt of the Day in viſiting the Sick in the 
neighbourhood. He conſtantly attended the Fune- 
rals of his Acquaintance, tho of low Degree. He 
much rather choſe to go to the Houſe of Mourn- 
ing than to'the Houſe of Feafting. He us'd to 
ſay, © He found it a needful means to keep his 
© own Mortality in View, to ſhow him afreſh the 
© Vanity of Earthly Things, call off his Mind from 
© being taken up too much with them, and reſtrain 
© it from growing too light and volatile. When 
any of his diſtant Friends met with any Crievous 
Providence ; he would carefully mind them, ard 
redeem ſo much time, either early in the Morning, 
or even in his Warehouſe in the little Intervals of 
Buſineſs, as to write them Letters of Condolence, 
Advice and Comfort. And when they met witng 
ſignal Mercies; he wou'd alſo ſend them his friend- 
ly Lines; not of Complement or Form, but of 
religious Joy and Counſel. And indeed, Ceremo- 
ny, Form and Complement, were very averſe to 
his Genius, - | 


But there was no Employment in which he took 


more Pleaſure, than in being Overſeer of the Poor 


of the Town. He wou'd often viſit them and in- 
quite into their Caſes ; eſpecially in Times of Sick- 
neſs and Sorrow.

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his Notice. He has doubtleſs beſtowed aumberleſ: 
Charities of his owπ]n upon them, which GOD and 
his Angels have only ſeen. He was concerned 


Eeſpecialij for the Training up of their Offspring, 


both to Reading, Religion and Buſineſs. He has 
Jometimes himſeſf, maintain d a School of Thirty 
of their Children: and he excited others to follow 
him in the ſame kind of extenſive Charity. He 


built x conſiderable House for the Purpoſe Here at 


this own Expence; and in his Mill has given it for 
the Schooling of the Children of the Poor to all 
Generations. The firſt Inſtance of the Kind, I 
think, on this ſide the Water. d 


He Was known to be of a very Publick Spirit. He 
was one of the moſt deeply concern'd for our gtow- 
ing Declenſions, Sins and Dangers. When any 
Calamity threatned the Publick, he had but little 


EFaſe: when any came upon us, he had but little 


Comfort. He accounted Contention as one of the 
ſoreſt Calamities: He was exceeding ſollicitousfor 
Peace and Concord. He was anxiouſly concern'd 
and troubled at the Flood of Intemperance and 


Profaneſs riſing up in the Town and ſpreading into 
the Land. And how often has he ſpoke with great 


Grief of the Taverns, as the miſchievous Fountains 


of Profaneſs, Diſorder and Publick Poverty, and 


as Threatning'the Ruin of all Religion. 


When he ſaw Trangreſſors, he was greatly griev- 
ed. WhenProfeflors miſcarried, he ſadly mourned. 
Whea the Righteous and Uſeful were taken away, 
he deeply laid it to Heart: When ſuch were in 
Danger by Sickneſs in any part of the Town, he 
was much concern'd, and would take care to viſit 
them. He was concern'd for the Revival of Piety 


in the Town and Land. And he was remarkably
